I. INTRODUCTION 

The Dobu language is spoken by some seven thousand people on Dobu 
and Sanaroa and adjacent small islands and adjacent coasts of Fergusson 
and Normanby Islands. It is a lingua franca used throughout the 
D'Entrecasteaux Islands, and to a smaller extent throughout the rest 
of the Milne Bay District of Papua New Guinea. 
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
